SYNOPSIS  OF  SCENERY 

Act  I.  Scene  I . THE  INTERIOR  OF  THE  HORSELBERG,  NEAR 

EISENACH 

(This  is  the  Hill  of  Venus,  in  mid-earth,  to  which  early 
Christianity  banished  Scandinavian  and  classical  divinities. 
Tannhauser,  in  a  momentary  return  to  better  nature,  longs  to 
return  to  Earth,  and  promises  Venus  to  sing  her  praises 
there.) 

Scene  1 . A  VALLEY  BEFORE  THE  WARTBURG 

Act  2  . THE  TOURNAMENT  OF  SONG  AT  THE  WARTBURG 

(The  theme  of  the  contest  is  to  be  the  Nature  and  Praise  of 
Love,  (mediaeval  sacred  love,  against  which  Tannhauser  sings 
of  Profane  love). 

Act  3  . THE  VALLEY  BEFORE  THE  WARTBURG 

(Tannhauser,  returning  unabsolved  from  Rome,  is  tempted 
by  Venus,  and  by  a  miraculous  manifestation  is  finally  forgiven 
his  sin  by  the  Pope). 

Note:  In  the  old  legend,  with  true  mediaeval  sternness,  Tannhauser, 
unforgiven,  is  doomed  to  return  to  the  domain  of  Venus, 
where  he  finds  everlasting  wretchedness.
